The Contractor shall travel to the NEC site and meet with the Post staff to survey and conduct 
physical tests to assess the condition of building envelope components that include, but are not 
limited to façade components, doors and windows, and all other items associated with the 
existing deficiencies or the repair of these deficiencies.  
 
The Contractor shall provide documentation that includes measurements of the existing 
structures and conditions, north arrow, photographs, video, moisture meter readings, thermo-
graphic data, test cut data, written description of components, drawings, cost estimates, and 
scheduling 
 
Advance payments are not authorized. 
 
Successful offerors shall be registered with the SAM (accessed through www.sam.gov) prior to 
contract award. 
 
Again, this solicitation will be issued via this website - no paper copies will be mailed. 
The Government intends to award a contract resulting from this solicitation to the lowest priced 
technically acceptable offeror who is a responsible contractor. The Government may award the 
contract based on the initial offer without discussion. The resultant contract will be a firm fixed 
price type contract.
